were really ptsafsaed for robbing ped- 
dlers and intimidating shopkeeper* 
they began to return, and now we have 
the rather amusing fact to face that 
they are moving lato the American dis- 
trict from the German district across 
the way and froaa other districts in 
the city.

of Acre, was recently on hi* way to 
Wasblafftoa to **ek official recognition 
of tb* new republic, ktr. Phillip* land- 
ed m Baa Francisco several days ago 
and was In Denver the otb«r day. In 
an Interview b* said tb* republic of 
Acre wa* proclaimed about 12 month* 
ago and th* capital established at Arle- 
opoll*. 


From H. E. Wadbrook, who 1* con- 


nected with tte Grade Rubber com- 
pany of N»w Tork, interesting Infor- 
mation abort the Acre country and the 
cbBtfltloa* whteh brought about Its dec- 
laration of tn«ep*naeze* wa* obtained 
by a represeBtathre of the New York 
Times. Tha Acre eountry Is a great 
rubber country, and tbe Crude com- 
pany has extemslve interest* there. Mr. 
Wadbrook ilsHed the Acre country 
abont a year ago. 


"We have known for over a year 


past," said Mr. Wadterook, "tbat there 
was a rather uncertain political situa- 
tion existing in Acre, but there bas 
been no latorftwenee With the shipment 
of rubber, aad aa that was our sole In- 
terest we did not concern ourselves 
much abont geTernroental affairs. To 
understand the condftftfrts which led to 
the people of Acre proclaiming a repub- 
lic It is necessary to know the manner 
in which the country was settled. Its 
development has all occurred in recent 
years, and the rubber Industry 1* its 
sole industry of any importance. 


"During the past decade the rubber 


trees along tbe Amazon from Para to 
Manaos, which is abont 1,000 mile* 
from Para, have been pretty well work- 
ed out—that is to say, the trees close to 
the river have been well worked. There 
is still plenty of rubber to be had along 
the lower AWSBOB If tbe natives would 
go back into the country for It, but thla 
they won't do. They prefer to follow 
the course «f the river. Many of them 
worked up the Amazon to the Purua, 
which is a wibntary of the Amazon, 
and then followed the Pvrrus to the 
Acre river, or Acqolry river, as It Is 
called by some. The Acre river emp- 
ties into the Purus river In the Brazil- 
Ian province of Amazonia, but there is 
only a short stretch of tbe river in Bra- 
zilian territory. It runs nearly across 
tbe whale northern section of Bolivia, 
and the country which it waters Is 
known as the Acre country. 


"This eouatry is rich in rubber. In 


the post few years It has been exten- 
sively deveioped by Brazilian capital, 
and nearly all tbe men of standing or 
Influence in the coactry are Brazilians. 
Th* labertrs are of tvro classes. Tbey 
are Cabacios, a mixture ef the negro 
and native, aad tb* Oarense*. The 
Ceoreases are natives of the province 
of Ceara, la Erasil, who are frequently 
compelled to leave their own country 
because of drought and who at such 
times Sad tfe* rubber tndnstry the 
most profitable Sa which they can en- 
gage-." 


"What is the total population of the 


Acre country?" 


"Over a ysor ago, when I was there, 


It was estimated at from 6,000 to 10,- 
000. Th* country was never explored 
until the rubber banters got up there. 
It is about 2,000 mites from the month 
of the Amazon, which IB Its outlet to 
the sea. Tb* boundary between Brazil 
and Bolivia he* never Been well de- 
fined, and consequently when Br&ril- 
ians settled and developed the Acre 
eountry Email began to treat the coun- 
try as part «f bar possessions. For 
awhile tksrre ••*« s *»aa—I can't recall 
his name—who set fcimseif up &» a dic- 
tator ia Acre, but when OB one occa- 
sion he went to ilanaos he was put in 
fail. I never learned what was flnalry 
done with him. About a year ago there 
were reports of fighting in the Acre 
eountry and of the intention of the peo- 
ple to term a republic. At that time 
there were also report* that Brazil 
would send several gunboats up th* 
Acre river. Whether or not she did so 
I do not know." 


"What kind of a place Is Arieopolls, 


tbe capital of the new republic?" 


Mr. Wadbrook smiled. '1 never 


beard of tbe place," he said. "The on- 
ly settlement I koew which could be 
called a town was Porto Bello. 


"BraiU's chief interest in tbe coun- 


try," Mr. Wadbrook continued, "I* the 
duty wbieh she collect* on tbe Acre 
rubber which ecm«* down to Para 
Last year the shipments ran from 8,000 
to 4.000 ton*. This rubber is worth 
frotn 9S cents to SI a pound, being of 
the 6nest quality. Tbat would make it 
worth about $2.000 a ton. Feur thou 
•and ton* at $2,000 a tea would equal 
Sft.000.oeo as the value of tb* anneal 
product ef tfee Acr* country. On thi* 
Braxll ha* been collecting an export 
duty at Para of from 21 to 28 per eeat, 
Her revenue from thrt source has 
therefor* approximated $1,760,000 a 
year. 


"Of eoor** I do aot knew what ha* 


occurred, but I suppose Bolivia, awak- 
ening to DM vain* of the Acre eountry, 
el*tn«4 it a* her OWB. Bracll may »*t 
have thM*;ht «h* had a elarsa to th* 
territory wMeh weald heM and may 
bave WiBhed at the eatabUshBMBt ef 
tb* repoblie. A* nearly all tho mhabrt- 
ant* of th* eonBtry ar* Br*«llmm It 
wevM he bettor fer Braatl If she ee-uM 
Mt b*M the couBtry t* bar* It o**jr*rr

Back from the wilds of Africa, with 


valuable trophies awl scientific data. 
Dr. A, Donaldson Smith, a Philadel- 
phia explorer, is enjoying a well earn- 
ed rest at his homo la Philadelphia, 


i Dr. Smith was a passenger on the 


i American liner fit Louis, which arrir- 
ed at New York from Southampton the 
other night, and he Immediately went 
to Philadelphia, 


Dr. Smith about two years and a bait 


ago left for his second expedition td 
' explore the interior regions of Africa, 


{ says the New York Herald. His urst 


i trip occupied the greater part of tho 
years 1884 and 1869. At that time he 
acquired much valuable information, 
and it is contended that he was tha 
first whlta man to reach the Lake Ru- 
dolf district, and for nearly 18 month* 
he marched more than 1,500 milea 
through a section of which compara- 
tively little was known at that time. 


Though successful in gaining knowl- 


idge of new geographical conditions, 
hew species of animal life, Information 
of aa anthropological nature and data 
regarding the strange people in the 
wilds of that strange country, Dr. 
Smith returned to his native land de- 
termined to make a second expedition. 
He then began preparations for a more 
elaborate exploring expedition on the 
lines of research of his first trip. After 
a year and a half of preparation Dr. 
Bmith went direct to Africa, accompa- 
nied by an excellent taxidermist, a na^ 
tive of Scotland. Landing near Ber- 
bers, on the Somali coast, a corps of 
BO natives was selected. Then began 
a slow, tedious march of 3,000 miles 
into the Interior, 1,600 miles of which 
were in a straight lint from Berbera. 


The Lake Rndelf region was care- 


fully traversed, and aa new specie* 
were discovered specimens were care- 
fully prepared to be returned to the 
lands of civilisation. 
Strange birds, 


animals and specimens of insect Ufa 
were given to the Scot** taxidermist 
nntl mounted. Ten months were spent 
passing through regions where civiliz- 
ed man had never trodden. 
Many 


strange tribes were encountered. Most 
of tha natives bad never seen any 
white persons before. 
Bach district 


apparently bad a language of its own, 
and, owing to the Innumerable variety 
of dialects, conversation with the na- 
tives was exceedingly difficult. 


Speaking of his trip through the In- 


terior, Dr. Smith said: "I find many 
strange classes among the natives of 
Africa. 
Many tribes seem to have 


been scattered away from their native 
sect ton. This was particularly co in 
the case of the Sudanese. By reason 
of wars and other circumstances many 
of them have wandereC inland, and 
some of them were found isolated In 
new districts, cut off from the main 
bodies of their own people." 


Referring to sections where Euro- 


pean explorations had been made. Dr. 
Smith said he found many boundary 
lines far from b«ing perfected. "Many 
of the boundaries between British and 
other sections are not yet settled, and 
much remains to be accomplished in 
this respect," be said. 


"Generally speaking, with what type 


of African did you encounter?" was 
asked. 


"I found the tribes, except those bor- 


dering the sections along the Nile, a 
high type of the African," replied Dr. 
Smiih. "Along the Nile they are cer- 
tainly cannibalistic. The tribe* arc ap- 
parently not much given to mingling 
together, for some of them are un- 
able to speak the dialect used in 
other 
tribes near them. 
In my 


travels I gained considerable 
In-

formation 
of a valuable charac- 


ter relative to plant and animal 
life. 
I discovered five new varieties 


• of mammalia of the antelope genus. 
They differ very materially from th* 
other African antelope, particularly In 
their markings and their horns. Speci- 
mens of these I have brought back for 
mounting. 


• "In spite of the fallacy existing In 
the mind* of person* here that the 
women of Africa are but mere slave* 
we found them rather superior to their 
male companion* ta man/ way*. We 
were compelled to do meet of onr trad- 
Ing with them, and we loet much valu- 
able time In collecting and trading with 
tbe native women. Tbey would sit 
around for hoar* and decline to trade 


' *1mply to get a bead or two more. I 


tbtnk the women la Africa seem to 
kold their own jn*t a* well aa tke** ef 
•ur civilised covntrie*. Where we had 
tbe men to deal wltb we feund them 
les* shrewd tbaa member* of tbe op- 
posite *ex. Tbe men seemed te realize 
the superiority ef tbe feminine miaJ 
and left th* bu»la»** transaction* t* 
them."

"The Kbeme of coastrncthig tene- 


ment hou*es around the park* of Glas- 
gow and holding them under municipal 
control was begun In an experimental 
way about five year* ago and ha* prov- 
ed *o satisfactory that plans are being 
considered for greatly extending this 
branch of Improvement. It i* probable 
that In a few year* sanitary tenement 
buildings, to b* tot to th* working 
classes at a low rental, win fringe all 
tbe centrally located park* ta the city." 


Bo said William Bllsland, chairman 


of the parks committee of tbe city of 
Glasgow, wbe was recently at tbe Au- 
ditorium Annex, say* the Chicago 
Times-Herald. Mr. Bilslaod i* spend- 
ing a few week* of hi* vacation ta 
America. He came to Chicago from 
Canada after visiting the principal cit- 
ies of the Dominion. While In tbe Unit- 
ed States be Intends to make observa- 
tions of the system of managing park* 
in Chicago. N«w York and other large 
Cities. 


"There are 11 large parks In the city 


of Glasgow," he continued, "and a 
great number of small ones. Altogeth- 
er the area embraced by the various 
park* Is about 1,300 acres. It costs the 
city a trifle less than $350,000 annually 
to keep np these parks and the winter 
gardens, mnsenms and art galleries 
which are located on them. In connec- 
tion with tbe parka we have recently 
developed an interesting feature which 
we call our winter garden, 


"These gardens are under large glass 


buildings, 
and through 
onr dark 


months of winter we keep palms and 
tropical shrnbbery verdant there and 
roses and carnation* ta bloom. The 
popularity of these gardens has been 
very great ever since they were estab- 
lished, and they are visited by a great 
many people, including thousands of 
the poor, who bave no other opportuni- 
ty of enjoying the fragrance of flowers 
In winter time. Quite recently a new 
garden, costing f 50,000, was donated to 
the city by the Messrs. Reid, Glasgow 
locomotive manufacturers. 


"Onr parks, like yours, are provided 


with lagoons, where in summer time 
tbe people take great interest in sailing 
model yachts. 
Boating is a popular 


amusement, and there is not a email 
boy in Glasg«w who is not anxious to 
devise a 'yacht that will outsail your 
Yankee vessels and win back that 
championship cup. The various large 
parks form almost a circle around the 
center of ths city and are easily access- 
ible to the working people of the 
crowded districts Within the last ten 
years the people have become actually 
alive to th« need ef mere parks, and 
balf of thate bcamtlful spots which 
now adorn tke eity have been acquired 
within the decade. 


"Municipal ownership ha* made rap- 


Id advance* In Glasgow. In addition 
to the bonnes around tbe parks the city 
also owns a great many other tene- 
ments thr§r,£a»ut tke city. A report for 
this year shows that 1.375 tenement 
houses are held uader municipal own- 
ership and no less than 3,000 people 
are housed. These houses are of dif- 
ferent sizes, ranging from one apart- 
ment house to three apartment houses. 
Tbe one apartment bouse* rent at $25 
per year. 


"The idea of municipal ownership of 


house* was developed a good many 
year* ago. It had been learned that a 
large part of th* tenement* in the poor- 
er districts were hwauitary, and pow- 
er wa* conferred by parliament ta con- 
demn snch house* and demolish them. 
After this had been done the owner* 
rtfassa t-* rsb^ild. £Ed Tfee city tgnfe 
over tbe ground at a ftenre decided by 
arbitration an4 eoutrncted new build- 
ings on sanitary principles which tt ha* 
continued to own and lea**. Th* 
house* were filled as fact as they were 
constructed, and th* measure has giv- 
en great general satisfaction. 
Thl* 


power to condemn Insanitary build- 
ings 1* still retained, and every year 
many nnhealtbfnl structure* are de- 
molished. 


"In addition to the tenement houses 


tbe city owns lodging houses which 
will accommodate 2.000 people. A 
charge of 7 cents per night 1* made In 
these place* and is found sufficient for 
their maintenance. No food la provid- 
ed, but there I* a kitchen where those 
who wish can prepare their victuals. 
Tbe water supply el th* city, light and 
power, telephone service and tram- 
ways are owned by tbe municipality. 
It has been fond that the tramway* 
can be suce**«fully operated by charg- 
ing passengers a cent and a quarter a 
mile. 
At prevent the tram cars are 


drawn fiy horses, but by next May It 
i* hoped t* bave all the principal line* 
electrized. 


"Throughout tbe city there are also 


public bath* under municipal control 
One of tbe Improvements recently add- 
ed I* the establishment of public laun- 
drle*, wbleb are provided with hot wa- 
ter and artitXal drying devices. By 
paying a nominal sum, whteb t* really 
lea* than tbe cost of fuel wool* 
amount to in their own home*, p*opi* 
are entitled to th* at* ef the** UHW- 
tow*."

D»T*lopment of tke Social 


ment at Belle Monde, N. J. 


The dirrctora of the model factory 


town of Belle Meads, tea miles from 
New Brunswick, N. J., hare elected 
the Eev. Dr. D-avid J. Burrell of the 
Marble Colleffiate church, New York, 
a member of the board, says the New 
York Times. The company was or- 
ganized last April with a capital stock 
of $350,000. Its object Is to found a 
factory town for the social and Indus- 
trial betterment of people In con- 
gested centers. DI-. Joeiah Strong and 
his associate. Dr. W. H. Tahnan, of the 
Leajcu* For Social Service of New 
York, hays entjrp charge of the social 
and industrial operations. 


A plant for the manufacture of can- 


dies h*« already be«n completed at 
Belle Meade, and the directors expect 
to inaugurate others by the spring. 
Building operations have been begun 
for tha erection of homes for working 
people. Every home will have a plot 
of ground large enough for "a flower 
garden in front and a vegetable garden 
In the rear. The company has planned 
to erect in the spring a lar^e building 
for the nse of the community at large, 
containing a library, public baths, pob- 
lic laundry and a hall and meeting 
place for societies and lodges.

The iithmlna canal commission be- 


lieves tbat "the most practical and 
feasible route for an Isthmian, canal, 
under tb« control, management and 
ownership of tb« United States, la that 
known aa t&o Klcarafua route." After 
the coramln!oa retarocA to the United 
States It gave attention to the determi- 
oatiou of tli* proper (iinieusloas for a 
maritime canal under existing condi- 
tion*. OB this point the report sayst 


"A depth of 35 fe«t at mean low wa- 


ter and a bottom width of 150 feet 
were adopted as standard dimensions 
for a canal in excavation by each route. 
This 'width Is tor straight sections. 
Oa curves with a radius of lew 
than 12,000 feet it is increased at the 
rato of one foot for each 200 feet re- 
duction of radius, th» -width thtw be- 
coming 180 feet oa a curve of 6,000 
feet radius. In open channels, exca- 
vated within the shallow limits of har- 
bors or lakes, the bottom width is In- 
creased to 200 feet. In the San Juan 
river to 250 and In the excavated por- 
tions of Lake Nicaragua to BOO feet 
In the artificial harbors of Colon, Grey- 
town and Brlto It is made 500 feet. 
These dimensions are larger than those 
proposed for any previous isthmian 
canal scheme. While they may seem 
excessive today, the canal is not likely 
to be opened within tea years, dnrinjr 
which time the increase in marine di- 
mension* which has been going on for 
many yearn Is likely to continue. 


"The isthmian canal, except in the 


two maritime section*, will be a fresh 
water canal. Th« draft of ocean, steam- 
ers is based on salt water -weighing 64 
pounds per cabkt foot. 
Rome large 


freight steamer* BOW draw 32 feet at 
,eea and would draw nearly 33 feet in 


] fresh water. If the heaviest class of 
'freight steamers is to use the Isthmian 
canal, S3 feet la the least depth that 
ehoald be adopted. A width of 150 
'feet will allow alt but the very largest 
'ships to pass each other In the exca- 
Ivated portions of the canal. If two 
'such large ships meet, one will have 
,to take the bask while tfcft other goes 
iby. Smaller ships will pass each other 
,and larger shlp» Tritfcsut stopping. 


"The most difficult engineering work 


in connection with the Nicaragua ca- 
nal project." says the commiscion. "is 
the conatraetion of a dam across the 
San JUKU riTvr to hold back the waters 
of the lake and enable Its level to be 
regulated. It is of great importance 
that this data should be located above 
the mouth of the San Carlos rirer. as 
ithe latter discharges at tines as much 
as 100,000 cubic f<»et of water per sec- 
ond, carrying with It great quantities 
'of sand. The Nicaragua canal com- 
mission made search for a dam slt» 
above the mouth of the San Carlos, la 
what is called the Agua Muerta (dead 
'water). 
One was found at a place 


about two miles above the mouth of 
the San Carlos river. The maximum 
depth to bard rock Is about 40 feet 
below sea level, or about ICO feet be- 
low low water In the river at the site, 
which will mate it necessary to con- 
struct the foundation of this part of 
the dam by the pneumatic process. 
The dam in the deepest part vrill then 
have a height of about 150 feet. As 
the pneumatic process is an expensive 
and slow one at best, this commission 
ifefls m«di» search for an alternative 
Bite a few milss farther up the river, 
where the topographical and surface 
Indications seemed to offer favorable 
results. 
One has been found which 


'gives promise of a more satisfactory 
and less expensive solution of this 
problem. 


"The time required to build the Nica- 


ragua canal binges almost entirely on 
the time required for the construction 
of the Boca San Carlos dam-. After a 
harbor has been opened at Greytown 
and a railroad constructed the way will 
be open to attack the work from a 
great many points at the same time, 
•o that If ample funds are then avails.- 
iblethe excavation of the prism of the 
canal ought to be completed in a com- 
paratively short time If prosecuted 
with vigor. The construction of the 
dam, however, will be a costly and 
tedious operation. Eight years would 
probably be a reasonable estimate for 
Ithe time of building this dam. 
At 


least two years will be consumed in 
preparatory work and in opening a har- 
per at Greytown, so that If work on 
itbe dam should be commenced Immedi- 
ately thereafter tb* time required for 
completing the entire work would be 
aNyjt ten years." 


I The commission sought, by statistical 
'Investigation, to determine the amount 
of tonnage that would use an Isthmian 
canal, were It now In existence, and 
'found "that 8.436.752 cargo tons of the 


{maritim? commerce of the United 
States during the year ending .Tune 30, 
|1800, could have nurd the canal to ad- 
'vantage. 
Daring the calendar year 


1898 the trade of Europe with the west 
coast of South and Central America 
,and British Columbia amounted to 
B.34C877 cargo tons. 
The sum of 


;the*e two amounts. 0,771.139 cargo or 
freight tens, does not Include any trade 
l»rtwr*n Europe and the orient, a part 
«£ which would have used the Ameri- 
can canal bad It been In existence. The 
(figures, moreover, apply to the cotn- 
•nerrv of the psst carried en under tbe 
conditions then prevailing. 
• "As comimred with Emrope, tbe Unit- 
•atlases will eterlT* (rsv tJM tana! far

Some- 
one went to the window to buy tickets, 
and young Stewart called Mr. Ray- 
mond's attention to the person at th^ 
window. While the tickets were beingr 
sold, Stewart seized the cigar box on 
the table, which durlrg the time thai 
the box office is torn up, is used for 
mor.ey, tickets and receipts. 


With this he disappeared, going: up 


the st»lrway Into th?new Richmond 
hotel, and around by a back stairway 
to the rear of the hotel, around the 
theater building and onto Main itre*1-.

years old, and called to him. The two 
toother took a car foi Wl!l'*~»tOTrn, 
and sty th«t »fter riding to Elackin. 
ton they got off and ir»lked th* rest 
of th* way. At the Williamstown sta. 
tion they boufht two tickets for Troy, 
and- vert preoaring to take the train 
•which leaves here at 5 for that cltv.
